There were 


NEW PUBLICATIONS. 


LITERARY MAGAZINES.—In the January ““C 


ontempo- 


rary Review,” Joseph Pennell writes on recent improve- 
ments in bicycles. He condemns the “free wheel,’’ which 
is the present fad abroad, and predicts for it a very brief 
season of popularity. The South African struggle is dis- 
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cussed from the military point of view by one writer, and 
from its political aspect by two others, of whom one al- 
leges that the war was brought about by a few Jew 
holders of Rand gold mining stocks, and the other de- 
clares that it is being prosecuted to establish liberty for 
all South Africans in the best sense. The ‘‘Nineteenth 
Century’’ and the ‘‘Fortnightly’’ also devote large space 
to South African matters, and the former has a couple of 
articles in which the necessities of a reorganization of 
the British army and militia system are fully discussed. 

In the February ‘“‘Atlantic,’’ Mr. Herbert Putnam writes 
on “The Library of Congress,’’ and makes some inter- 
esting revelations regarding the lack of completeness in 
that huge collection of books. Mr. Clement L. Smith 
discusses ‘“‘the American College in the Twentieth Cen- 
tury,’’ and concludes that the college course of the future 
is likely to be three years instead of four years long 

“Scribner’s’’ for February has a paper by Mr. Herbert 
Laws Webb, on “The Problems of a Pacific Cable,’’ in 
which the history of the many different schemes for lay- 
ing a cable across the Pacific are summarized. Mr. Webb 
estimates the cost of a duplicate cable from the United 
States to Honolulu and thence to Japan, Manila and Aus- 
tralia, at $26,000,000. He thinks that the prospect of 
financial return is too uncertain to cause any private 
company to lay a transpacific cable unless aided by a 
government subsidy in some form. With regard to me- 
chanical and electrical features, Mr. Webb assures us 
that no difficulty whatever exists, and as factories are 
in existence capable of manufacturing submarine cable 
at the rate of 20 to 50 miles per day, the cable can be 
made and laid in two or three years from the time work 
is undertaken. 

In “‘The Forum" for February we find a graphic ac- 
count of the rise and fall of the Mahdi, or the relapse 
into barbarism of the great Soudan region and its re- 
cent reclamation to civilization by Lord Kitchener's 
genius and energy. Few Americans appreciate the im- 
portance and significance of the events which have gone 
on in Egypt's equatorial provinces during the past three 
years, and this summary of recent history there is a val- 
uable one. 

“‘Appleton’s Popular Science Monthly,’’ for February 
opens with a paper entitled ‘‘South Sea Bubble in Sci- 
ence,”’ by Prof. John Trowbridge. It is an interesting re- 
view of recent ‘‘fakes"’ in the field of invention. He dis- 
cusses the question what methods can be applied to ex- 
pose frauds and delusions and concludes: 

Until scientific education becomes more general, it is 
important that there should be some sci entific oracle of 
Delphos, and I cannot think of any better than a well- 
conducted scientific journal, the editor of which will seek 
for the best information on scientific questions which 
interest the financial world 

But such a journal reaches intelligent people, and not 
the class from whom the ‘“‘gold from sea water’ and 
“electric sugar’? swindlers draw their victims. In the 
same magazine Prof. Chas. E. Munroe describes in a 
popular way the applications of explosives, and Prof. 
Angelo Heilprin summarizes a year’s progress in the 
Klondike. Prof. Joseph Le Conte tells of the develop- 
ment of the science of geology and explains the present 
views held by geologists respecting the origin and de- 
velopment of oceans, continents and mountains. 

Asiatic matters play a large part in the ‘‘Harper’s for 
February.’ Russia's advance in central Asia is the sub- 
ject of a paper by Mr. Archibald Colquhoun. Mr. Julian 
Ralph continues his sketches of travel in India and Poult- 
ney Bigelow describes “The White Man's Rule in Sing- 
apore.” Still another article of a similar sort is ‘‘The 
Congo State and Central African Problems,’’ by Mr. De- 
metrius C. Boulger. In the same magazine we find a 
paper entitled ‘The Railroad and the People; A New Ed- 
ucational Policy in the West."’ The writer describes the 
work which the railway companies are doing in fostering 
agricultural and manufacturing development along their 
lines. 

“The North American Review” for February gives up 
the bulk of its space to the discussion of South African 
matters. No less than half a dozen writers give their 
views of the struggle, its causes and probable results 
from one aspect or the other. Cuban and Philippine 
questions are discussed by two officers of the American 
army. Gen. Anderson and Major Runcle and Mr. Ed- 
ward Atkinson discusses the question what our commerce 
with the Orient is or may be worth.
